Heritage Gas won’t delay its 
natural-gas line extension 
project after workers caused a 
major system break on Tues¬ 
day morning that forced the 
evacuation of more than 300 
south-end city residents. 

The company says it will 
investigate how a backhoe be¬ 
longing to Saclcville Trenching, 
the contractor Heritage Gas 
hired, managed to rip open a 
portion of the gas line at South 
Park Street and Fenwick Street 
at about 9:40 a.m. 

The incident forced emer¬ 
gency crews to cordon off and 
evacuate the area bordered by 
Tower Road to Queen Street 
and Victoria Road to Morris 
Street for more than four hours. 

Alice McCarron, Heritage 
Gas’s vice-president of market¬ 
ing and business development, 
said as unfortunate as the in¬ 
cident was, breaks aren’t un¬ 
heard of. 

It was the third major break 


of the year, including Tuesday’s 
second gas leak on Gaston 
Road in Dartmouth. 

“Leaks and line hits are not 
something new for a natural- 
gas company,” she said. “We 
will restore gas for those five 
customers who lost service and 
then we will continue to work. 

“But we will do a full inves¬ 
tigation with the contractor 
to determine what the actual 
cause was, so we can assess 
why it happened.” 

Company crews took about 
an hour and a half to stop the 
south-end leak. Meanwhile 
emergency responders worked 
to get people out of their resi¬ 
dences and offices. 

About 200 Workers’ Com¬ 
pensation Board employees 
had gathered at the Atlantic 
Superstore parking lot on Bar¬ 
rington Street an hour after 
the leak, after being evacuated 
from their offices on Fenwick 
and South Park streets. 

Residents were eventually 
allowed back in at about 2:30 
p.m., about an hour after power 
was restored to the 7,300 cus¬ 
tomers who had lost electricity. 

“It was a major incident, 
a two-inch main had burst.... 
That’s why we evacuated the 
public,” said Halifax Regional 
Fire Chief Doug Trussler.

Laveme McGuigan and her 
husband, Michael, would pre¬ 
fer to forget about their Tues¬ 
day ordeal. 

A couple of weeks ago, the 
seniors moved into the Point 
Pleasant Lodge — a special- 
care complex on South Park 
Street —just after Michael, 64, 
received a kidney transplant. 

They admit they were 
more than a little rattled to be 
among more than 300 people 
who were evacuated from 
their homes in the south end 
of the city after a baclchoe 
caused a major leak on one 
of Heritage Gas’s natural-gas 
lines on South Park and Fen¬ 
wick streets. 

“It’s veiy concerning,” she 
said. “It’s flammable gas and 
what’s preventing this from 
happening again? There could 
be an explosion next time.” 

Laverne, 60, one of the 
luckier ones in her building 
with good mobility, said she 
was able to leave her apart¬ 
ment with her husband 
without much trouble. He 


had been sleeping before the 
evacuation. 

“ft was a bit of an ordeal, 
that’s for sure, walking down 
four flights of stairs,” she 
said. “Other people had to 
walk down five or six or eight 
flights of stairs. Some of these 
people are sick.” 

They and the rest of the 
evacuees waited for more than 
four hours to return to their 
homes. Now she says she’s 


looking for some answers. 

“I just want to be reassured 
that this won’t happen again,” 
she said. 

So far this year, there have 
been three major breaks on 
Heritage Gas’s network of nat¬ 


ural-gas lines. 

Peter MacWilliam was one 
of about 200 Workers’ Com¬ 
pensation Board employees 
who were evacuated from 
their Fenwick Street and 
South Park Street offices. 


Though frustrated that he 
couldn’t get his car, which he 
left behind inside the Fenwick 
Medical Centre for more than 
four hours, he said he’s thank¬ 
ful that no one was hurt. 

In the end, MacWilliam, 
who has worked at the loca¬ 
tion since 1988, was good-na¬ 
tured about the incident. 

“It’s never happened be¬ 
fore,” he said. “Accidents 
happen.” 



Dartmouth area also evacuated 


HRM’s second gas leak of the 
day occurred at the top of 
Gaston Road in Dartmouth 
on Tuesday when a broken 
pipe forced police to evacuate 
dozens of residents. 

A call came at 1:20 p.m. 
about the leak, and in about 
30 minutes, Halifax regional 
fire announced that Heritage 
Gas had it stopped. 

“ft sounded like a wind¬ 
storm, really,” said Taylor 
Michaud, who was working 
on a waterline when the pipe 
broke. 

“ft still smells really bad,” 
Michaud said at about 2 p.m. 

Alice McCarron, vice- 
president of marketing for 
Heritage Gas, said contract¬ 
ors, who were working on 


water and sewer pipes, hit 
one of the gas lines and rup¬ 
tured it. 

“But they pinched the fine 
almost immediately,” McCar¬ 
ron said, preventing more gas 
from escaping. 

Lines of police cars, fire 
trucks and a Nova Scotia 
Power truck were parked 
along the steep road where 
people gathered in the shade 
of trees. 

Charles Corbin clutched 
his cat, Cuddle, in his arms 
and waited to be told when 
he could go back into his 
apartment building. 

Soon after the call, a Metro 
Transit bus was provided so 
that residents could cool off. 
And at about 3 p.m., most

residents were allowed back 
in their homes and power 
was restored. 

Earlier Tuesday, hundreds 
of people were evacuated 
and power was shut down to 
thousands in south-end Hali¬ 
fax due to a major gas leak 
Heritage Gas says was caused 
by a broken pipe. 

“It’s actually a veiy rare 
occurrence,” McCarron said.

Alleged ‘Pillowcase 
bandits* charged 


Sophisticated thefts.

Three Halifax men who po¬ 
lice say called themselves 
the “Pillowcase Bandits” are 
facing a total of 170 charges 
in a major brealc-and-enter 
ring. 

After a four-month in¬ 
vestigation, the men were 
arrested on Monday in rela¬ 
tion to nearly 30 brealc-and- 
enters across Nova Scotia 

“In 18 years this is the lar¬ 
gest brealc-and-enter inves¬ 
tigation I’ve been involved 
in,” said RCMP Sgt. Paul Rob¬ 
inson of the integrated gen¬ 
eral investigation section on 
Tuesday. 

“They weren’t spontan¬ 


eous; they were well thought 
out. The level of sophistica¬ 
tion was very high.” 

Robinson said the break- 
ins occurred between Febru¬ 
ary and April in Lunenburg 
and Colchester Counties, as 
well as “outlying parts” of 
HRM. 

The investigation began 
in April when the trio were 
arrested during a Tantallon 
brealc-and-enter. Robinson 
said items in their car, as 
well as a forensic analysis of 
their cell phones, led police 
to believe they were respon¬ 
sible for the crimes. 

He said police had no¬ 
ticed a pattern of daytime 
break-ins with expensive 
items stolen and pillowcases 
taken to haul loot away. 

Tools like Google Street 
View and the real-estate list¬ 
ing MLS were used to iden¬ 
tify targets, Robinson said. 

“Their primary goal was 
to target houses without 
alarms,” he said. “They were 
able to look online and pick 


a ... street and look at the 
house and determine that 
there’s no alarm sticker.” 

Robinson said most of 
the charges are in excess of 
$5,000, but a few relate to 
$20,000 worth of electronics 
and jewelry. 

Police say nothing can be 
returned to the victims be¬ 
cause all the items were sold 
via pawn shops or online ads 
right away. 

“In a lot of cases there 
were family heirlooms ... 
things that just can’t be re¬ 
placed,” Robinson said. 

The home is “pretty much 
sacred” with courts and soci¬ 
ety, Robinson said, and many 
elderly people or children 
had their rooms “ransacked” 
during the brealc-and-enters. 

“Someone violating their 
home ... this will be with 
them for a long time,” Rob¬ 
inson said. 

The three men are sched¬ 
uled to be back in court Wed¬ 
nesday after being arraigned 
on Tuesday.

Canada’s fleet of Sea King heli¬ 
copters has been grounded 
indefinitely after one of them 
tipped forward and smashed 
its five rotor blades on the tar¬ 
mac at Canadian Forces Base 
Shearwater, the militaiy said 
on Tuesday. 

Lt.-Col. James Hawthorne, 
wing commander at the base, 
said none of the four crew 
members was hurt in the ac¬ 
cident, which happened late 
Monday night. 

“We’re suspending all flying 
operations until we get an indi¬ 
cation of what’s going on and 
a higher authority has made a 
call on how we’re going to pro¬ 
ceed with flying the Sea King 
in the next couple of days,” he 
said at a news conference. 

The helicopter landed after 
a five-hour training mission, 
taxied to a hangar, stopped 
and tipped forward while the 
rotors were still spinning, caus¬ 
ing each of the 10-metre blades 
to break into flying pieces that 
dented walls and broke glass on 
surrounding buildings, Haw¬ 
thorne said.

The number of military investigators who 
have been assigned to determine what 
happened. 

He said the pilot told him 
the accident unfolded quickly. 

“He said it’s the fastest thing 
he’d ever seen occur in a heli¬ 
copter. It caught him by sur¬ 
prise just like it caught eveiy- 
body by surprise.” 

Damage to the helicopter is 
extensive, Hawthorne said, and 
the militaiy will have to assess 
whether it can continue flying. 

Attempts by the federal gov¬ 
ernment to replace the 50-year- 
old Sea Kings have been repeat¬ 
edly delayed. The militaiy is 
still waiting for new helicopters 
from Sikorsky Aircraft Corp., 
which was selected nine years 
ago to supply 28 helicopters. 

Hawthorne said he couldn’t 
answer questions on when the 
replacements would arrive, but 
added he doesn’t believe the 
age of the Sea Kings was a fac¬ 
tor in the accident. 

“The Sea King has provided 
incredible service for 50 years 
as of the end of this month. It 
will provide incredible service

Heroin, alcohol killed Glee star: Coroner 


Glee star Coiy Monteith spent 
his last evening out on the 
town with friends before re¬ 
turning to his Vancouver hotel 
room alone, where he took 
heroin and died early Satur¬ 
day, police and a coroner say. 

“There’s absolutely noth¬ 
ing, no evidence to suggest 
this is anything other than the 
most sad and tragic accident,” 
coroner Barb McLintoclc said 
in a news release after her of¬ 
fice concluded an autopsy and 
toxicology tests. 

She said the coroners’ 
investigation will continue. 
Police say the unanswered 
questions McLintoclc’s office 


will determine include the 
levels of alcohol and heroin 
in Monteith’s system and 
whether the 31-year-old star 
was the victim of a bad batch 
of heroin, something which 
turns up from time to time in 
Vancouver. 

But Const. Brian Montague 
said their investigation is 
done. 

He said the two women 
and another man Monteith 
were with that night co-oper¬ 
ated fully with police. 

“We’re pretty confident 
we know where they were 
or what they were doing the 
night before,” he said. 


“There were no signs of a 
struggle or a robbery. There 
was evidence in the room that 
was consistent with a drug 
overdose.” 

Monteith played the role of 
football player and singer Finn 
Hudson on the popular TV ser¬ 
ies Glee. Before becoming an 
actor, he worked as a Walmart 
greeter in Nanaimo, B.C., as 
well as a taxi driver, school-bus 
driver and roofer. 

He was also an avid sup¬ 
porter of the Project Limelight 
Society, a Vancouver charity 
that offers a theatre program 
to at-risk youth.

lice control” as the subject of a 
criminal investigation.

His son, Graham, said his 
father passed away Tuesday 
at his home in Wolfville, N.S. 


Colville began his career 
as a militaiy artist and docu¬ 
mented troops landing on 
D-Day. Even his most serene 
works were infused with a 
sense of unease, as he viewed 
the world as inherently dan¬ 
gerous and full of anxiety. 

Colville’s 1953 piece “Man 
on Verandah” sold for $1.29 
million at an auction in 2010, 
setting a record for a work by 
a living Canadian artist.

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Invasion of the lionfish: 
Voracious predator spreads 


Into the deep. Divers 
are being encouraged

The invasive lionfish that 
crowds coral reefs and preys 
on native fish in the Atlantic’s 
shallower waters is such a prob¬ 
lem that divers in Florida and 
the Caribbean are encouraged 
to capture and eat them when¬ 
ever they can. 


Lionfish, which have ven¬ 
omous spines, are a well-docu¬ 
mented problem in Atlantic 
coral reefs, where the 25 centi¬ 
metre-long, one pound invad¬ 
ers from the tropical parts of 
the Pacific and Indian oceans 
five without predators and eat 
other fish voraciously. What’s 
slowly coming into view is how 
deep into the ocean their inva¬ 
sion has spread. 

Researchers and wildlife of¬ 
ficials worry that lionfish may 
undo efforts aimed at rebuild¬ 
ing populations of native preda-

A buck a call? CRTC rejects 
pay phone hike, questions 
future in smartphone age 


Canada’s telecom regulator 
is hanging up on Bell Can¬ 
ada’s bid to increase the cost 
of using a pay phone. The 
Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications 
Commission has rejected 
a request by Bell to charge 
people more to use coin- 
operated land lines, a fam¬ 
iliar fixture of the pre-cell- 
phone age. 

“This is, in our view, a 
victory for today,” said Janet 
Lo, legal counsel for the Pub¬ 
lic Interest Advocacy Centre. 

“We’re very pleased that 
the commission stood up 
to Bell’s request for the pay 
phone rate increase, which 
was in our view not war¬ 
ranted.” 

The CRTC is also consid¬ 
ering whether to take steps 
to prevent the company 
from pulling less profitable 
pay phones out of under¬ 
serviced communities. 

Bell and its subsidiaiy 
Bell Aliant Inc. had asked 
for permission to boost the 
price of a local call to as 
much as $1, compared with

the current price of 50 cents, 
and to double the cost of 
using a credit or debit card 
at a pay phone to $2. 

In their submissions, the 
companies said that without 
a rate increase, they would 
be forced to get rid of their 
least profitable pay phones. 
Pay phone usage has been 
steadily dropping as more 
people turn to cellphones, 
Bell argued. 

But the CRTC countered 
by saying unprofitable 
coin-operated phones would 
likely end up being removed 
anyway, regardless of cost.

The Conjuring, the new film 
from Saw co-creator James 
Wan, plays like a mash-up 
of The Exorcist and a par¬ 
ticularly spooky episode of 
Ghost Hunters. Based on 
true events, it follows one of 
the most devilishly famous 
cases of real life paranormal 
investigators Ed and Lor¬ 
raine Warren. 

The ghostly action begins 
when the Warrens (Patrick 
Wilson and Vera Farmiga), 
self described “demonolo- 
gists, ghost hunters ... and 
kooks,” are called in to in¬ 
vestigate the haunting of 
a rambling old farm house 
purchased by the Perron 
family, Roger (Ron Livings¬ 
ton) and Carolyn (Liv Taylor) 
and their five daughters. 

The house is creepy. Doors 
slam, someone or something 
gooses the girls while they 
sleep, clocks stop at 3:07 pre¬ 
cisely and the smell of rotten 
meat hangs in the air. 

It’s spooky stuff, but it’s 
not the only supernatural 
case the Warrens investi¬ 
gated that went on to find 
notoriety on the big screen. 

The Haunting in Con¬ 
necticut breathes the same 


air as The Town that Dread¬ 
ed Sundown, Death Tunnel 
or any movie involving evil 
spirits, a haunted house, an 
old aboriginal cemetery or 
former insane asylum. 

The film takes its story 
from the much documented 
life experience of Carmen 
Snedelcer and her family 
who were tormented by evil 
forces after moving into a 
reconverted funeral home in 
Southington, Connecticut. 

In the real life 1986 case 
the Warrens were called in 
and declared the Snedelcer 
house to be crawling with 
demons, the result of former 


funeral home workers prac¬ 
ticing necrophilia on the 
site. 

How accurate was the 
movie? 

“I was also told about 
scratching on the walls, 
blood and seances,” Lorraine 
Warren told MyRecordJour- 
nal.com. “That isn’t the 
type of things that were oc¬ 
curring within the house at 
all. The movie is very, very 
loosely based on the actual 
investigation.” 

The eerie couple’s most 
notorious inquiry occurred 
at 112 Ocean Avenue in 
Amityville, Long Island. 


The paranormal experien¬ 
ces of the Lutz family, who 
claim to have been terror¬ 
ized by supernatural forces 
after moving into a large 
Dutch Colonial house where 
Ronald DeFeo, Jr. shot and 
killed six members of his 
family, came to be known as 
The Amityville Horror. 

It has been the subject 
of 10 movies, a number of 
books and was a memorable 
case for Lorraine Warren. 

“The case itself has affect¬ 
ed our personal lives more 
than any other case we’ve 
ever worked on in 54 years 
of research,” she said.

Placid Lodge has become the 
place to stay, with celebrities 
and other New York notables 
on their preferred customer 
list. The Artisan Restaurant 
has also become the “unofficial 
country club” of the many 
wealthy camp/luxuiy home- 
owners in the area. An award 
winning chef and meticulous 
attention to detail (not to men¬ 
tion a world class mixologist at 
the bar) combine to make an 


extravagant dining experience. 

There is a form of accommo¬ 
dation to fit eveiy preference 
and budget. 

The town and surrounding 
villages offer fun B&B’s full of 
local character, like Nan and 
Red LaFountaine’s Paradox 
Lodge, which features birch 
bark ceilings and uniquely lo¬ 
cal antiquities. Cozy bedrooms 
feature modem bathrooms and 
a wonderful family cottage feel.

During the 
day, it’s easy to grab a fresh deli 
sandwich at The Little Super 
Market and head down to the 
local beach on Lake Everest in 
Wilmington. 

A short drive away, the cov¬ 
ered bridge in Jay (rebuilt in 
2007) represents the rich his- 
toiy of the area, and the flat 
rocks that the AuSable River 
flows over make it the perfect 
spot to cool off on a hot day. 

But it’s not all calm in this 
area of the Adirondaclcs. Dur¬ 


ing the winter it is the destina¬ 
tion of choice for adventur¬ 
ous skiers and snowboarders, 
anxious to recreate mns they 
watched during the 1980 Olym¬ 
pics on Whiteface Mountain, 
and in the summer the hills 
are taken over by warrior gangs 
of mountain bikers. The base 
area around Whiteface, also 
with protected status, remains 
untouched by the usual ar¬ 
ray of condominiums, hotels, 
bars and restaurants, for a true 
mountain experience.

Looking for a great deal to 
the Caribbean? The best 
value vacations can be found 
now through Nov 30, during 
the Atlantic storm season. 
Although standard booking 
conditions for most airlines 
and tour operators do not 
offer compensation should 
bad weather ruin your vaca¬ 
tion, there are an increasing 
number of hotels and resorts, 
tour operators and even 
destinations, like Bermuda or 
the Cayman Islands, that offer 
something called a hurricane 
guarantee. 

The guarantees are 
designed to encourage you to 
book during the off-season by 
offering additional protec¬ 
tions against your holiday 
investment. Although eveiy 
guarantee is different, you 
will find some common 


elements such as; the policy 
only applies if the hurricane 
is deemed a Categoiy 1 or 
stronger by the U.S. National 
Hurricane Centre. It kicks 
in when flights have been 
cancelled or when a hurricane 
is sure to strike and it may 
only cover part of your loss, 
like the actual storm-affected 
days or your flight home. 
Generally the hotel, resort or 
travel provider will not charge 
cancellation or change fees on 
the interrupted vacation and 
will allow you to reboolc for a 
later date. Don’t expect a full 
refund. 

If you are anxious for 
a cheap sun holiday and 
think it’s worth the risk, 



make sure you understand 
the fine print. Give your full 
contact details to the air¬ 
line, including a local phone 
number, so they can contact 
you should an evacuation be 
necessaiy. Or consider book¬ 
ing through a travel agent 
who can take care of all of 
those details and advocate 
on your behalf if you need 
to make a claim on your 
hurricane guarantee. 

If the threat of a poten¬ 
tial hurricane is too much 
of a headache for you, visit 
the islands in the southern 
Caribbean such as Barbados, 
Aruba or Trinidad and Tobago, 
which are far less prone to 
extreme weather.

“How do I get my foot in the 
door?” is just the tip of the ques¬ 
tion iceberg when starting your 
job hunt. 

To help answer this ques¬ 
tion, we spoke with head hunt¬ 
ing expert David Perry, who the 
Wall Street Journal calls the 
Rogue Recruiter. 

Begin with clarity 

Starting your job search with 
clarity starts with determining 
the top 10 to 20 employers you 
want to work for. Doing this 
is much simpler than you may 
think. 

David recommends that you 
“figure out what your top three 
skills are that you can bring 
to an employer” and go from 
there. 

Then you can search for em¬ 


ployers online who are looking 
for these exact skills and use 
this to create your wish fist. 

Put yourself online, 
professionally speaking 

Luckily for many Gen Ys, this 
is virtually a natural instinct. 
Yet, creating a professional on¬ 
line presence is where we lack 
skills occasionally. This may be 
because we don’t know how to 
or because we’re nervous that 
what we have to offer won’t be 
good enough for an employer. 

According to David, we 
shouldn’t feel this way at all. 


When getting online (in a pro¬ 
fessional manner), keep these 
three things in mind; 

1. Don’t let lack of experience 
stop you. If you don’t have a ton 
of “real world” work experi¬ 
ence, David says, “don’t wony 
about the experience — focus 
on the skills you have.” 

2. Don’t overlook the skills 
developed in school; project 
management, interpersonal, 
communication, organization, 
research, writing. These are all 
veiy applicable skills that em¬ 


ployers love. 

3. Even if your Linkedln ac¬ 
count isn’t bursting with infor¬ 
mation, David encourages you 
to remember that this still puts 
you ahead of those who aren’t 
online. 

Let others sell you 

Stand out to potential employ¬ 
ers by including brief testimon¬ 
ials on your resume or cover let¬ 
ter. Even though these quotes 
might be brief, David says, 


“One testimonial from another 
person is worth 10 claims made 
by you.” 

Remember, rejection isn’t 
forever 

Needless to say, not being 
chosen for a position is discour¬ 
aging. 

But to make the most out 
of the situation, David suggests 
always sending a hand-written 
thank you note. 

Not only does this show the 
employer that you’re a respect¬ 
ful person, they may call upon 


you in the future or refer you to 
another company where they 
believe you’ll be a great asset! 

He also encourages young 
job hunters to remember that 
“persistence and understand¬ 
ing are a part of the process, 
and there are people behind 
this process — not machines!”

He’s 65th-ranlced in the world 
and leads the PGA Tour in scor¬ 
ing average (69.99) and greens 
in regulation (72 per cent) and 
is second in total driving and 
par-five scoring average. He’s 
knocking on the door of his 
first win; he hasn’t been out 
of the top 30 in his past seven 
starts, including third at the 
Travelers Championship last 
month, and with more than 
$1.5 million earned is 28th in 


cheques cashed. 

Ben Curtis nailed a major in 
his first appearance at the Open 
10 years ago, so it can be done, 
longshot though it is. At least 
DeLaet comes in with some 
links golf experience, having 
played a British Amateur at 
Royal St. George’s and a couple 
of Dunhill Cups as a pro, includ¬ 
ing last year. 

“You need your imagination 
and (need to) hit the ball solid. 
Fairways are going to be key, 
obviously, staying out of that 
fescue,” he said after playing 
the front nine at Muirfield. “It’s 
fun.

Review. A new 

Mercedes for $35,000?! 
Here it is...

It might be hard to believe, but 
it appears as though Mercedes- 
Benz has caught the rest of the 
automotive world napping. 

This fall, the automaker will 
introduce a front-wheel-drive 
sedan to North America that 
almost anyone pining for a 
loaded-up Honda Accord, Ford 
Fusion or Toyota Canary can 
afford. But wait, as TV infomer¬ 
cial hawkers are fond of saying, 
“there’s more”. The 2014 CLA’s 
sporty body cladding and other 
trim makes it appear far from 
stripped-down basic-transpor¬ 
tation, although with a sticker 
price that’s a few ticks below 35 
grand, it’s priced like one. 

Other than being pulled 
by the front wheels (with all¬ 
wheel-drive optional), what’s 
most unusual about the CLA 
is that it doesn’t offer the kind 
of roomy practicality that’s a 
given when it comes to nearly 
every mid-size sedan. That’s 
because Mercedes stylists drew 
their inspiration from the lar¬ 
ger CLS-class faux coupe, a 
low-slung, wind-cheating lux- 
uiy ride that remains one of 
the most imitated models on 
the planet (see Aston Martin 
Rapide, Volkswagen CC, Audi 
A7 and Ford Fusion). Things get 
much simpler when it comes to 
powertrain offerings. 

The first-to-arrive CLA250 
that heads here this September 
from its home base in Hungaiy

comes with a turbocharged 
2.0-litre four-cylinder engine 
that produces 208 horsepower 
and 258 pound-feet of torque 
at an engine speed that’s just 
above idle. This helps propel 
the car to 100 km/h from rest in 
a quick 6.7 seconds, as recorded 
by Mercedes-Benz. 

When the launch party has 
concluded, M-B will ship the 
CLA45 AMG to North Amer¬ 
ica. This performance model 
also features a 2.0-litre turbo- 
four, only the block has been 
strengthened and a higher- 
output turbocharger produces 
nearly twice the boost of the 
CLA250’s. The result is 355 
horsepower and 322 pound- 
feet of torque. The AMG is ex¬ 
pected to shorten the CLA’s 
zero-100 km/h times by about 
two seconds. 

Both models use a seven- 
speed dual-clutch automated 
manual transmission with 
paddle shifters, but the AMG 
adds 4MATIC all-wheel-drive 
that sends up to 50 per cent of 
the torque to the rear wheels, 
as needed. 4MATIC will be in¬ 
cluded on the CLA250’s options 
list later in the model year. 


Interior & Technology 


Both driver and front-seat 
passenger are treated to 
greater comfort, but the 
one discordant note is an 
infotainment/nav screen 
that protrudes above 
the fresh-air vents as if 
it were an afterthought. 
You also get plenty of tiny 
push-button controls to 
play with that will require 
practice to master. 


Already that list is a long 
one, even though base CLA250 
models will arrive with plenty 
of content, including a sport 
suspension, Attention Assist 
that warns the driver should 
they nod off at the wheel. Col¬ 
lision Prevention Assist warns 
when a forward collision ap¬ 
pears probable and will apply 
the brakes if the driver doesn’t. 

Of the various equipment 
groupings available, the Pre¬ 
mium Package is expected to 
be one of the most popular 
since it adds dual-zone climate 
control, heated front seats, auto

dimming mirrors, a garage 
door opener and a premium 
Harmon-Kardon surround- 
sound system. Much of this 
equipment and then some will 
be added to the CLA45 AMG, 
but will also be reflected in the 
car’s list price that’s expected 
to nudge the $60,000 mark. 

For those with thinner 
wallets, the Mercedes-Benz 
CLA250 should do just fine. Its 
show-stealing shape is practical 
enough for singles or small 
families. It might even turn 
competing sedan marketers 
into copycats. 


Design 


The CLA’s aero design looks 
are pencil-sharp, but you 
should think twice if trans¬ 
porting four or more adults 
is on your agenda. Even 
though the CLA is physical¬ 
ly larger than the previously 
base C-class sedan, function 
follows form and the form 
in this case is a lowered 
roofline that restricts rear 
headroom. 


Compare

Darwin’s Theory of Evolu¬ 
tion not only applies to 
flora and fauna, but also to 
automotive design. When 
an automotive design muta¬ 
tion shows up that aids the 
survival of a particular mod¬ 
el, the mutation is selected 
to be passed on to the next 
generation of vehicles. 

One such successful 
mutation we’re suddenly 
seeing passed on to more 
and more vehicles is the 
four-door sedan with a “no¬ 


trunk look.” 

Sedans have historically 
had what designers call a 
three-box layout; one box 
for the engine, another 
box for the occupants, and 
another box for the trunk. 
Now we’re seeing four-door 
sedans in a one-box or two- 
box layout. Trunks are being 
incorporated into the main 
box. They no longer have 
a box of their own. I don’t 
know if that make trunks 
sad, but we should probably 
take it easy on them for a 
while, just to be nice. 

Three factors are pushing 
trunk design in this direc¬ 
tion. 

Aerodynamics 

The higher and shorter you 
can make the trunk lid, the 
better it is for aerodynam¬ 
ics, and aerodynamics nets 
you lots of good stuff, like 
fuel efficiency and high¬ 
speed stability. 

Capacity and space effi¬ 
ciency The long and low 


trunk stuck on like an 
appendage, is not as space 
efficient as a taller, shorter, 
and squarer trunk that has 
also expropriated some of 
the occupant box. 

Aesthetics 

Four-door sedans with 
small trunks, like the new 
Mercedes-Benz CLA, or 
four-door sedans with a 
hatch-like lift-up tailgate, 
like the Audi A7, just look 
sleeker. 

And with this development 
we have to evolve the ter¬ 
minology as well. Auto¬ 
makers seem disinclined 
to even call them “sedans,” 
sensing that the term might 
have too much old-world 
baggage (in their trunks 
and elsewhere). Mercedes- 
Benz refers to the CLS-Class 
a four-door coupe, and the 
full name of the A7 is the 
Audi A7 Sportbaclc. 

Commenting on this de¬ 
velopment in his blog, Luca 
Ciferri, the European cor¬

respondent for the trade 
publication, Automotive 
News, mused that, “as these 
new interpretations of the 
classic sedan move from be¬ 
ing one-offs to full-fledged 
model lines it is easy to see 
that we are entering the 
post-sedan era.” 

I think it will be an excit¬ 
ing era. Maybe not as excit¬ 
ing as the post-apocalyptic 
era, you know, the one 
with all those zombies, but 
things should be happen¬ 
ing.
